the United States.a great awakening 
in lines of reform. Endeavors are be- 
ing made to lessen the saloon evil; to 
remodel, cleanse, ventilate and drain 
tenement houses, to get honeat and 
efficient government in cities, and a 
hundred similar advances. But few 
of them, perhaps, know that one of 
the great agencies in this work has 
been the Union for Practical Progress. 
Organized at Baltimore in 1893 it has 
spread to twenty six states, to Eng- 
land and to Canada. It counts among 
its leaders such men and women as 
Carroll D. Wright, Francis Willard, 
CharlesJ. Bonaparte, BamuelGompers, 
J. B. Sovereign, Bishop Hendrix, Prof. 
C. R. Henderson and the presidents of 
Bowdoin, William's Tuft's, Ohio State 
University, Western Reserve Univers- 
ity, Minnesota University and Leland 
Stanford, Jr., University. 
There are two distinct branches of 


the work, 
educational and active. 


Once each month eachUnion discusses, 
by debate or otherwise, the monthly 
topic. All of the questions of the day 
are taken up in this way. Foriostance, 
the subject for March, 'Bi, was The 
Sweating System; May, The Saloon 
Evil; July, Parks and Playgrounds; 
November, How to Combat Political 
Corruption; February, '95, Gambling. 
The subjects for the coming five 
months are: June, Public Sanitation; 
July, Kindergarten; August, Manual 
Training; September, Capital Puuish- 
ment; October, Women Wage Work- 
ers. 
Each Union is supplied before- 


hand with a complete bibliography of 
the subject to be discussed, so that 
time is afforded the members to get 
books and magazines on the subject 
and post themselves thoroughly. The 
value of this educational work is in- 
estimable, 
because great 
numbers 


studying the same subject at the same 
time always awaken enthusiasm. The 
Inter-Collegiate Debating Union, also, 
including societies at Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Columbia, the University 
of Pennsylvania and others, assists in 
the work by using the Union topic as 
the subject' for debate once each 
month. 


The active work is carried on by a 


central conference, to which all so- 
cieties for advance, churches, tem- 
perance societies, labor organizations, 
good government clubs, etc., are in- 
vited to send representatives. What- 
ever needs to be done for the commu- 
nity may be done by this conference. 
Libraries formed, university extension 
and 
correspondence clubs started : 


vicious legislation opposed, needed 
bills formulated and pushed, parks 
and play grounds secured for children. 
Everything in short that looks to bet- 
tering mankind may claim a a bare of 
its attention and labor. 
Much has 


already been done. In Philadelphia 
the Union is building a model tene- 
ment house. In Maryland several bills 
have been pushed through the legis- 
lature—one on child labor. 
In San 


Francisco the prisons have been im 
proved, and people everywhere have 
been awakened to their duties as 
citizens. 
Hawaii nei, never far behind the 


van of progress, has also a local union. 
The only surprising thing about it is 
that in this, as in the matter, of 
teachers' associations, it is Lahaina 
and not Honolulu that takes the lead. 
On Tuesday evening, June 4th, the 
denizens of the above town met at the 
residence of Principal Henry Dicken- 
son and organized a Union, with 
Henry Dickenson for president, Mrs. 
Sarah Decota for vice-president, Osmer 
Abbott secretary and treasurer; Miss 
M. A. Homer, Rev. Wm. Horsefall 
and Henry Dickenson executive com 
mlttee. The Lahaina Union will meet 
once each month for the discussion of 
the monthly topic, and hopes among 
practical advances to organize a library 
association for Lahaina the coming 
autumn.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of 


the Republic of Hawaii: 


Section 1. It shall be lawful for the 


Minister of Finance to redeem all cer- 
tificates of deposit issue'd under the 
provisions of Chapter 35 of tbe Session 
Laws of 1886 and the amendments 
thereto, now outstanding, at tbelr 
nominal value on demand, and all 
certificates so redeemed shall be forth- 
with withdrawn and cancelled by the 
Registrar of Public Accounts, in such 
manner as the Executive Council 
shall direct. 
Sec, 2. The Minister of Finance 


may issue or cause to be issued from 
time to time gold and silver certifi- 
cates of deposit, payable to bearer on 
demand without interest upon setting 
apart as a special deposit an equal 
amount of gold coin of the United 
States of America and silver coin of 
the Hawaiian Islands or of the United 
States of America as security for tbe 
redemption of such certificates res- 
pectively.

provemente, but made no cl nm or 
objection. The Court held that there 
was no estoppel, saying, "'a pur 
chaser is bonnd to examine the title. 
* * * The defendant had every 
opportunity to know that Fahuai, of 
whom he bought, had no title to the 
land. The plaintiff does not appear 
to have done anything to induce him

appeal, object to a partition upon the 
Sounds, (1) that, by the construction 
Saced upon the deedfby the parties 
thereto, as shown by their acts the 
whole of apana 4 was conveyed, and 
(2) that the plaintiffs are estopped 
by their conduct from claiming any 
interest in this spans. 
The sets and conduct relied upon 


in support of these contentions are 
mainly Ihe following: The plaintiff 
Mrs. Nahaolelna. at the time of her 
conveyance, in 1878 resided on Mam, 
and knew but little about the land, 
as her property had been in charge 
of Mr Cartwrigth who had been hex 
gnardian; her husband Ria, came to 
Honolulu, measured the land in a 
rough way, and arranged the sale; 
the defendant Kaaahu, after her pur- 
chase, took possession of the whole 
of apana 4, filled in wet and marshy 
portions thereof, and had a road 
opened thereon; at various times, be- 
ginning in 1885, she sold portions or 
the land to other persons; she and 
her grantees erected buildings and 
made other improvements on the 
land; in 1891, Mr. Cartwright, then 
Mrs. Nahaolelua's agent, took a mort- 
gage of the land from Kaaahu; the 
plaintiffs were repeatedly at 
the 


place or in its vicinity and presnm 
ably saw arid knew of the occupation 
by Kaaahu, but took no steps to 
assert their rights until 1891, when 
they brought ejectment, but discon- 
tinued, and brought this suit in 1892. 


The first question, that of the con- 


struction of the deed, is settled by 
the former decision of this Oonrt, 
which is a part of this case, and is 
expressly alleged in the supplemental 
bill and is admitted in the answer. 
The Court did not, it is true, fn its 
opinion upon the construction of the 
deed, advert to the acts or conduct of 
the parties as bearing on the ques- 
tion of the quantity of land convey 
ed • but it was unnecessary to do so. 
There was no latent ambiguity on that 
point. The deed conveyed 266 square 
fathoms and 7 square feet of Award 
6245, which contains 13906 acres. 
By no c instruction of which its 
language is capable could it be made 
to cover the whole of apan* 4, which 
contains 1 704 acres; and parol evid 
ence was inadmissible to add to or 
contradict its langaage. 


InA>lettv. Keaweamabi, h Haw 


320, cited by defendants' counsel, 
there was a latent ambiguity as to 
which two of several lots were in- 
tended to be conveyed, and extrinsic 
or parol evidence of the intenti >n of 
the parties, as shown by the posses 
sion of the grantee, ami the arqmea 
cence of the grantor, was admitted 
to identify and locate the loth 
In 


the language of the Court, quoting 
from a New York decision, the evid- 
ence was admissible "to ascertain the 


In Waiaha v. Naholowaa, 6 Haw. 


271, the plaintiff, after ejectment at 
law, brought her bill in equity for an 
account of moneys expended in im- 
provements. She and her husband 
under whom she claimed by devise 
had held adverse possession for 19 
years and erected buildings on the 
land; they had presumptive knowl- 
edge of the true title. The Court re- 
fused the plaintiff relief, saying: 
"The only point in her favor is the 
apparent acquiescence of Naholowaa 
in the expenditures made on his 
land. But it does not seem to me 
that a person is bonnd to object to 
improvements being made on his 
land, where the facts show that the 
occupier had knowledge of the true 
title, and where there is no fraud or 
deception alleged or shown." See 
also Kingman v. Graham, 51 Wis. 
232But it is said that the recorded deed 
of plaintiffs to Ksaahu was too uncer- 
tain to amount to notice to subse- 
quent purchasers. If so, then it was 
their duty either to refrain from pur- 
chasing or else to make inquiries of 
the plaintiffs. The deed certainly 
did not justify them in supposing 
that the plaintiffs had conveyed the 
whole apana. In Aylett v. Keawea- 
mabi, s^pra, the Court, holding that 
there was no estoppel, said, "we re- 
quire that the facts should show 
silence with intention to deceive, 
such as would amount to construct 
ive fraud. The deed to Kalaikuewa 
(under whom the plaintiff claimed) 
was on record when the deed to de- 
fendant was made, and defendant 
cannot now say that he was ignorant 
of the true state of the title. If, as 
claimed by the defendant, the record 
of the deed of 'two lots in Kaakopua 
was too indefinite to apprise defend- 
ant that the land he was negotiating 
for had already been conveyed, it 
certainly should have put him on in- 
quiry " The present case is strong 
er against the defendants, for here 
they claim under the uncertain deed, 
while there the defendant claimed 
against it. 
. 
The other Hawaiian cases, cited by 


defendants' counsel, Greenwell v. 
Paris, 6 Haw. 318; Kahanaiki v Ko 
hala Sngar Co.. Ib. 696; Kalaeokekoi 
v Kahele, 5 Haw. 51; and Kamohai 
v' Kahele, 3 Haw. 532; differ mater- 
ially in their facts from the case at 
bar, and contain no rulings contrary 
to the above doctrines. 
,k It is contended, however, that the 
taking of a mortgage of the whole 
apana (with other lands) from the 
defendant, Kaaabu, by Mr Cart 
wright, who was then agent for the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Nahaolelua, was a 
positive recognition that the title was 
in Kaaahu. In reply to this it is 
sufficient to say that, although Mr. 
Cartwright was at that time the 
agent of Mrs. Nahaolelua, he did not 
in that transaction act as such agent. 
He acted for himself personally. The 
act of an agent does not bind bis 
principal unless done within the 
scope of his authority 
In this in 


stance, Mr Cartwrigbt did not mere- 
ly act without the scope of his auth- 
ority as agent, he did not act as 
agent at all. 
The decree of the Circuit Judge is 


affirmed.

On 
last Sunday evening was 


celebrated the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the establishment of the 
American Mission in Hawaii. 
At 


Central Union church the day was 
commemorated at the evening ser- 
vice by a sermon by Rev. S. E. 
Bishop, whose father was one of the 
active laborers in the early days. 
Mr. Bishop spoke as follows : 


IBAHH t>0 5.—"The abundance of the sea 


fihall be turned unto thee; the wealth of 
the nations shall come unto thee." 


By reason of our unique central and 


strategic position in ihe North Pacific 
Ocean, we of Hawaii have ample reason 
to apply this promise to oar country. 
This is destined to be a great commercial 
resort, into which the abundance of the 
fast multiplying traffic of this great ocean 
must soon pour; and to which the wealth 
of the great sunounding nations must 
copiously minister. 
Co-ordinate with 


these benefits, stands before our churches 
and people the high duty, the lofty 
office and privilege, of ministering in re- 
turn to this ocean commerce and to these 
visiting peoples the most elevating and 
healing influences that our best devel- 
oped Christianity can supply. It has 
grown to be clear that these Hawaiian 
Islands have been so peculiarly located 
here, and BO remarkably evangelized, for 
the great purpose of becoming a center 
of illuu inating and health-giving forces 
to th > vast commerce now developing. 


It was seventy-five years ago, on 


March 31, 1820, that the pioneer mis- 
sionaries, Bingham, Thurston, Whitney 
and Ruggles, 
with their associates, 


heard from the shore of Kohala that, 
"Kamehameha is dead ! The tabus are 
abolished—the idols destioyed—r.he hei- 
aus are burned!" God had wonderfully 
cleared away the raobt formidable ob- 
structions to the. gospel. 


I -well remember thp four missionaries 


named and their wives, twelve years 
later, when they had already given the 
New Testament to the people. 
Unly a 


few and very aped survivors among the 
natives can 
remember their arrival. 


Just a month ago, on Pauoa road, there 
deceased an aged and most saintly man, 
the Rev. Daniel Puhi, who might have 
watched the brig Thaddeus as she lay to 
off the north point of Hawaii. 
He WES 


the son and pupil in idolatrous services, 
of the priest ot the ancient heiau of Mo- 
okini, still prominent on that coast, 
where thousands of 
human sacrifices 


were offered in the centuries of dark- 
ness. Puhi became an ardent and de- 
vout follower of Christ, and 
deeply 


abhorred the ancient superstitions from 
which he bad been rescued—a literal 
worship of devils 
He well remembered 


what this new generation of Hawaiians 
often strive to deny, the squalid poverty 
of their ancestors, even as I can remem- 
ber them more than sixty years ago— 
their abject slavery to their landlords 
and chiefs—their nakedness, indolence 
and stupid ignorance—their bodies much 
disfigured by sores, and their minds tor- 
tured by fear oi the kahunas aid their 
familiar demons. 


But they were kind hearted and re- 


ceptive to instructioq. They greatly re- 
vered 
the 
new 
teachers. 
Large- 


hearted 
and 
honorable 
chie/s like 


Kaahumanu, 
the 
Kegent, 
the 


Premier 
Kalaimoku, 
the 
gracious 


Kapiolani famed lor her defiance of Pele, 
the faithful Hoapili, and many other 
noble men and women, themselves chose 
Jesus as their master, and vigorously 
seconded the labors of the teachers 
In 


seven 
years 
primary schools 
under 


native teachers had been established in 
every section of the group, and primers 
and portions of the scriptures had been 
printed and supplied to all who could use 
them 
In Juue, 1832, I saw the power- 


ful Kaahumanu dyini: upon her divaii in 
Manoa, just after ihe first complete copy 
of the printed New Testament had been 
toand and placed in her bands. 


The work of the gospel was vigorously 


pressed forward 
Strong reinforcements 


•were sent to the mission from time to 
time. 
Some familiar names of those 


who came ma\ be nuntioned. 
In 1823 


arrived Richards, Bishop and Chamber- 
lain; in 1828, And-ews, Clark, Green, 
Gulick, Judd; in 1831, Baldwin, Dibble 
and Tinker; in 1832, Alexander, Arm- 
strong, Emerson, 
Forbes, Hitchcock, 


Lyons, Lvman and Rogers; in 1833, Par- 
ker and Lowell Smith; in 1834, Ooan, 
Dimond and Hall; in 1837, Bailey, Cas- 
tle, Cooke, Johnson, WiJcox; in 1841, 
Bond, Dole, Pans and Rice; in 1843, 
Rowell and J. W. Smith; in 1844, <J. K. 
Andrews and Po<rue, and S'upman in

In 184(f, ending the first twenty years 


of the mission, fifty-three couples m all 
had arrived, of whom forty-one were 
then laboring here. 
Only ten of those 


had been more than tt-n years on the 
ground. 
Descendants of forty mif-sion- 


ary families are now livin* in these 
Islands, numbering about 180 of each 
sex, mure than two thirds of them of 
the third and fourth generation. 


In 1830 was completed the first stone 


church in the islands, that of Wainee in 
Lahaina. 
Tne stone church at Kailua 


was finished in 18.J7, that of Kawaiahao 
in Honolulu in 184'J. 
A very large and 


substantial adobe church was finished at 
KWA in 183t>. and a similar one at Kau- 
makapih in 1833. 
Sjlui church build- 


ings rapidly followed in all the principal 
districts ; also well built school houses. 
A great impulse was jjiven to education 
by the establishment m l.HH of the ex- 
cellent high school at Lahamaluna, from 
which trained teachers were soon dis- 
tributed throughout the islands.

vival in 1837-8. 
During the previous 


years less than 2000 converts bad been 
baptized and admitted to the church. 
More than 19,000 were admitted in th 
next three years 
A tremendous spirit 


ual force descended upon all the peopl 
of the islands 
They came out en mass 


to daily preaching services. 
1'hey wer 


overcome with 
weeping and praying 


Then a boy of eleven, I remember th 
deep impression made by a stran.e 
supernatural power with which the mis 
sionarles seemed at that time to sp^ak 
1 saw 6000 half-clothed people of Ewa 
and Waianae on one Sabbath seated on 
the ground under a Unai where the Kwa 
church now stands npon the bill, while 
my father administered baptism to fou 
hundred men and women, calling them 
each by name, a service occupjing two 
hours. 
He afftwed the water from a 


sponge. 
Rev. '1 itus Coan baptized 150C 


converts in one day, employing a brush 
after the manner of baptism by the JOW 
in Christ's day, who sprinkled with a 
bunch of hyssop in token of cleansing. 


Although the great revival left two- 


thirds of the 100,000 native people in 
1840 
still unchanged in heart by the gos 


pel, nevertheless the whole nation had 
received a mighty spiritual uplift. 
It 


bad become essentially a Christian na- 
tion. 
It was prepared to enter npon the 


noble period ot progress in civilization, in 
constitutional liberty, and in represent- 
ative government which followed. 
1 left 


my father's house at the end of 1839. 
The common people were still nearly 
naked. 
They we: e still serfs and with- 


out ownership of land 
There was no 


code of laws, nor regular courts, 
/he 


king owned all the soil, and the chief un- 
der 
him 
exacted from the poverty- 


stricken people according to caprice. There 
was no pub.ic system of finance. Foreign 
merchants clamored for the payment of 
Government debts. 


on after that Messrs. Richards and 


Judd left the mission to aid in organizing 
civilized government. When I got home 
again after thirteen years, I found a 
majority of the people decently clothed. 
Their lands were their own in lee simple. 
There was a legislature, fixed taxation, 
a code of laws and courts respected for 
their decisions. The treasnry was out of 
debt. 
Hawaii had become a civilized 


country under a liberal, constitutional 
monarchy, all accomplished in oae-third 
of a century from the savagery and des- 
potism of Kamahameha's da» . 


For more than forty years since then, 


political, social and commercial progress 
have continued. 
Long since has been 


more than realized in Hawaii the hope 
expressed in the instructions given in 
1819 to the pioneer missionaries : "Yon 
are to aim at nothing short of covering 
these islands with iruitful fields and 
pleasant dwellings and 
schools and 
churches." 


To us, here assembled, who largely 


represent the lineal and spiritual progeny 
of the missionary fathers, has descended 
the goodly heritage of homes and occu- 
pations in this now civilized and beau- 
tiful land, with its precious opportunities 
of culture and growth in all good things 
The true children and heirs of those ven- 
erated fathers are by no means only 
those lineal descendants who 
follow 


them in character and purpose. All yo 
are such children who make those men 
your fathers by adopting their grant 
aims, and applying yourselves to fulfi 
the work which they began. 


What was the predominant end helc 


m view by those missionary fathers? 
J 


used to attend when a boy, with deep- 
est interest, the daily sessions of thei 
annual meetings, which were held in 
yonder old school house beyond the 
stone church. I know what though 
predominated in the daily prayers and 
speech of my father and his missionary 
brothers, and which seemed to fill them 
with a constant enthusiasm. I should 
define that thought as the supreme de- 
sire to have the Kingdom of God estab- 
lished in the hearts and lives of the peo- 
ple of Hawaii, as well as of the whole 
world. It was the thought of the first 


Our fathers came here to set up the 


kingdom of God in Hawaii. It was a 
kingdom of healing and blessing which 
would redeem und save those who came 
under its obedience, both for an eternal 
life of glory, and for social health, lib- 
erty and prosperity in the present life 
The glorious Martyr-King of this divine 
kingdom, buying lost sinners with His 
blood, would lilt them with Himself to 
heaven and he would also lift them out 
of slavery to tyrant chiefs and to sor- 
cerers, and make them opulent free 
men on earth. This millenial vision of 
earthly as well as heaven y redempti.n, 
was much in the thought of the men who 
planted the kingdom of God in Hawaii. 
It has already been largely realized, if 
we compare the present social condition 
of Honolulu with that of seventy-five 
years ago. 
Uur Lord and King has 


ricbly blessed the work done in His 
name, and has not failed in bis prom- 
ises. 


Approaching the gate of the twentieth 


century, and entering the fourth quar- 
ter century of Christianity in Hawaii, 
we find ourselves in the midst of a time 
of social and political transition, and of 
what clearly promises to be an immense 
commercial expansion. 
We find grown 


up to our hands an 
efficient organiza- 


tion of evangelistic 
and 
educational 


work which makes rapid growth and is 
of the greatest promise. l:pon the re- 
'igioua and moral foundations of this 
Christian society so prosperously laid by 
the missionary fathers, continues to rise 
a noble superstructure. Through His 
Christian p-ople in Hawaii of many 
nationalities, tiod has bee/i grandlv for- 
warding His work, and is still urging it on. 
We oi tt- Jay's generation have succeeded 
to the glor.ous inheritance of this prop- 
perous and 
pushing 
business of the 


kingdom o1 God in Hawaii. 
To our 


hands, Christ. nn brothers and sis'ers, a« 
the heirs of the fa' hern, is most honur- 
ably entrusted the forwarding of this 
business, and the buihiing up here in 
greater strength and 
b-aiilv ol l»,,d's 


kingdom of righteousness and KI.MI ion. 
This is our lofty hen'agfl, not o; repose 
or luxurious indulgence. 
To 11.1 n vouch- 


safed the gift of an 
illustrious career of

dihcouiu^fd '' 
Ol how great and far- 


rracMiUK H waw, thoae lathers through 
whom He began the work, could have 
little pre IHIOII 
They could not discern 


the future now opeuuijj to our Bight. 
1 hey did not anticipate the growth of 
two gioat hnglish imliouB on the oppos- 
ing North Aiueiicun aud Australasian 
coaslH, lo be closely counseled bv Bteam- 
Hbip and cable lines centering at Hono- 
lulu 
They did not foresee how Hawaii 


would be brought into intimacy with the 
bright and versatile people of Japan 
suddenly reaching 
alter the giftq of 


Christ, and with the strung and giant 
nation of China rudely awakened from 
torpidity to feel alter what Christianity 
can bestow of knowledge and power. 
These fathers did not anticipate how 
soon after they were 15011*. three-fifths of 
our population would consist of new im- 
migrants iguorjnt of Christ, or hearing 
of him only in a dim way, and that the 
noble duty of enlightening those stran- 
gers would be laid upon the churches 
which they were founding. 


God alone knows the end from the 


beginning. 
We begin to see the unfold- 


ing ol some of His plans. We seem to 
fee that He so wonderfully built up this 
Hawaiian Christianity in this mid-ocean 
group, in order that it might become a 
grand center of Christian hospitality and 
cheer to the many thousands of wayfarers 
ol all races who will annually cail at our 
porls 
It seems plainly to have been for 


the sake of the future thus opening be- 
fora us that God planted betimes His 
kingdom in Hawaii, protected it and 
built it up into so much of 'orce and 
beauty. For one thing at least it was, 
namely, that the fast growing commerce 
of the Pacific, so soon to attain enormous 
proportions, 
should find God's right- 


eous and 
pure kingdom strongly re- 


presented 
at its great coaling and 


cable center, which should not be 
all given up to the evil things of Satan. 
God seems to have willed that the sea- 
men, the traders, the tourists, the BO- 
onrners whom that mighty Commerce 
ihail bring to these islands, st all find 
lore no wretched Satan's den of lotter- 
es, drunkenness and lust, but a sweet 
community of Christian homes and 
schools and churches—a haven where 
hey shall meet light and healing, not 
darkness and miasm ; spiritual cheer and 
succor, not the poison and fonlness of 
Satan. 


Still another divine purpose unfolding, 


seems to be that Hawaiian Christianity, 
by its activity and fruitfulness, should 
.ct as an effective object lesson to the 
'apanese and the Chinese who sojourn 
lere, teaching them what wholesome 
ruits Christianity produces in social 
irder. public justice, and rectitude of 
haracter. It is here that the people of 
apan and China first encounter Chris- 
ian institutions as they go eastward. 


certainly in no other part of 


Jbristendom do they meet a more hos- 
pitable and friendly reception, nor are 
they likely anywhere else to gain more 
favorable impressions of Christianity. 
And here in the midst of a friendly and 
active Christianity are 
their 
minds 


found to be peculiarly recaptive to the 
knowledge of Him who enlightens, up- 
lifts and eaves men with a heavenly sal- 
vation. 


In like manner do o»r Portuguese 


brethren of European blood from the 
Atlantic islands find here Protestant 
Christianity in attractive form. 
We are 


most favorably placed for these people 
coming out of the ignorance and tj ranny 
under which Romanism has kept them, 
to appreciate the light and liberty and 
wealth which attends Pro;estant Christ- 
ianity. 


The Gospel work for these three prom- 


inent nationalities among as has been 
divinely placed in oar hands. 
It forma 


a most essential part of the work of mak- 
ing this a strongly Christian nation, as it 
needs to be in this central p.,int of the 
Pacific. 
It is farther important for its 


reactive power towards the Christian en- 
lightenment 
of Portugal, China 
and 


Japan. This great work is laid upon us 
as a chief part of our home mission work. 
It has been nobly pushed forward. It is 
constantly growing more heavy and 
i 


urgent in its demands, by reason" of its j 
success and prosperity. Many devoted j 
Christian men and women are giving ' 
their strength to the Gospel and educa- 
tional work conducted tor these three 
nationalities. 
Much money has bsen 


expended, and as the work grows yet 
larger sunn are called for. 
But it is not 


doubted that your gifts will continue to 
meet those demands. 
There was never | 


a divine call for personal and financial I 
help more clear and strong than that i 
which of late years has corne to our I 
'hristian people to impart the Gospel in ' 


all its light and pjwer to these three na- 
tionalities, 
it is a joy to testify that 


.his call has not been in vain 
But 


our funds are much behind demands, 
and the work keeps growing. Read our 
secretary's and treasurer's reports which 
will soon be published. 
You must an- 


swer the call still more generously and 
Jevoted y. Our broth r Damon keeps 
jnlarping and 
extending the various 


tranches of work for the Chinese under 
lis care, and their fruits are abundant, 
>ui more money is sorely needed. Our 
brothers Galick and Okabe find mnlti- 
ilying o[>enings for reaching the Japan- 
=e with the 
w.rrd of Christ, and more 


workers from Jap in muse be sent for 
.nd supported. Trie hearts of the planter 
mployers have been much opened to 
elp in this work. Again here in Hono- 


lulu our brother Scares finds his schools 
and his Portuguese congregation so in- 
creasing that his place has become alto- 
gether too strait for him. He is in urg- 
ent need of a new and spacious church. 


Much money and much personal labor 


is pressing!}- asked of us, brethren. 
But 


what a glorious thing this is, to know 
that our Lord and Master h,ith great 
need of us—to know that He has ap- 
pointed us of these churches of Hawaii, 
and especially of this chief and centra! 
church, to be the administrators and 
conductors of the noble inve.-trnent of 
Christian civilization which dod has 
for 
seventy-five 
years 
been 
so 


wonderfully 
preparing 
in 
this coun 


try. 
Hall a century hence, shall not 


our children and 6ucces-ors look back 
upon us as having been worthy siici-ess- 
ors < f the Missionary Fathers, in that w«
